Abstract These specimens collected by authors in Yunnan Province since 1980 have proved im- 
possible to match with any species already described. Furthermore they cannot be accommodated 
in any known genus within the subtribe Saccharinae. It is therefore described here as a new genus 
and species Rubimons paniculatus.

Panicula terminalis, spiciformis; centri—axis 
ramos longe superans; ramis erectis, ramificantibus vel simplicibus, prope centri-axem; spiculae callus 
breviter piliger. Spiculae omnes conformes ad quemvis rhacheos nodum binae, una longi-pedicellata, una 
brevi-pedicellata, demum a pedicellis decidentes, 2—florae, flore inferiore vacuo; glumae coriaceae, inferior 
dorso plana et lateraliter carinata, superior navicularis; lemma superius mucronatum; stamina 3; stigmata 2, 
plumosa, rubra; lodiculae 2.

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5— 15 cm longa; ramis binatis vel solitaris, inferioribus 2~ 6 cm longis, erectis, multifloris; spiculae callus 
pilis 0.5— 2 mm longis ornatus. Spiculae lanceolatae, 5— 6 mm longae aristis exclusis; glumae coriaceae 
saepe scabrae vel pilosae, inferior 5 mm longa, truncata apice, superior 6 mm longa, naviculiformis, 
accuminata apice; lemma inferius lanceolatum, c. 4.5 mm longum, vacuum, 3-nervatum; lemma superius 
lanceolatum, 4.5— 5 mm longum, mucronatum; palea lemmate dimidia parte brevior; antherae c. 3 mm 
longae. Caryopsis obovata, rubro—brunnescens.
